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THE SO-CALLED EAGLE “PLATE PROOF” 


[The following article appeared in the Second 
Quarter, 1984 issue of The Essay Proof Journal (Vol. 41, 
No. 2, Whole No. 162) for which the author was the 
editor for many years. Ms. Mueller was honored on 
22 May 2004 by the National Postal Museum with 
the Smithsonian Institution’s philatelic achievement 
award, which the Museum inaugurated in 2002. The 
proofs to which she refers were issued by the BEP in 
1984 (between January and July) and are listed as 
SCCS B65 (brown), B70 (blue), and B72 (green), A 
200% enlargement of the eagle appears on the cover 
of this issue. According to my records, these prints 
which originally sold for $16.50 are now in the three 
figure range! Ed.] 


Late in 1983 and into 1984 the Bureau of Engraving & 
Printing heralded the production and sale of a so- 
called “plate proof” of an American eagle design 
which is pulled by hand from a 19th century spider 
press. The vignette is shown here [cover] and is an 
engraving from an original watercolor by William A. 
Roach. 


Purchased by the Bureau between 1890 and 1904 for 
currency production, the “Spider” was also used in 
the flatbed printing division for specialized printing 
until the late 1930s or early 1940s. It features a single- 
plate hand roller and a long radial handle. In addi- 
tion to its iron framework, the press has a plank or 
bed, also of iron, which moves between two steel 
rollers, with the top roller covered with felt to soften 
the pressure. 


At the Florida United Numismatists [FUN] conven- 
tion in January of 1984, BEP plate printer Gary 
Grubby demonstrated the printing process. The fol- 
lowing is a précis of his comments as carried by Coin 
World and uses the Bureau’s terminology: 


To print a single proof, the ink is heated slightly and 
then applied to the plate. Heating makes the ink eas- 
ier to work. The warm, heavy ink is pressed into the 
intaglio lines of the engraving, first by hand. Then a 
card resembling hard craft board is taken and used 
to press the ink deep into the intaglio lines. This also 
removes some of the excess ink, Grubby said. 


To remove additional excess ink, the plate printer 
takes a piece of very rough cheesecloth or starch 
cloth and wipes away more ink.

This is where the art comes in, Grubby said. The 
printer has to remove all excess ink so the surface of 
the proof is not blurred or spotted with ink, but he 
must also leave the proper amount of ink in the 
intaglio lines of the plates to print a proper image. 


A simple act such as perspiring can ruin a proof, too, 
Grubby said. The printer must keep ink on his hands 
to seal the pores so he does not perspire and leave 
moisture on the inked plate. The wrong type of mois- 
ture could cause the image to blur, Grubby said. 


The rubbing of the ink into the plate is just a matter 
of touch, Grubby said. It must be done firmly, but at 
the same time gently. And the rubbing process must 
not stop because that increases the danger of leaving 
moisture on the plate. To complete the inking 
process, the printer rubs his hand with chalk to seal 
against moisture in and hand polishes the plate. 


Once the plate is properly inked, a wet sheet of paper 
is placed on the plate. The full platform is moved by 
rotating the spider wheel until the plate reaches the 
edge of the impression roller. Then, using one con- 
tinuous rotation of the wheel, the plate is moved 
underneath the impression roller. As the plate moves 
underneath the roller, the wet paper of the proof is 
forced into the intaglio lines. The rotation of the 
roller and the movement of the plate platform must 
be done in one smooth operation, Grubby said, or a 
line could be left on the proof. 


Because the paper is wet, the proof takes about three 
days to dry. After each proof is produced, the print- 
er places it in a box and covers it with a sheet of tis- 
sue paper-similar to a paper towel but smoother—to 
prevent the ink from coming into contact with other 
proofs and smearing. A piece of cardboard is placed 
over the tissue paper and a weight is placed over 
that. 


Until the late 1950s, all United States paper money 
was printed on wet sheets of paper on flatbed press- 
es not far removed from the 19th century spider 
press. The currency paper, too, had to dry for sever- 
al days, and sheets of tissue paper had to be placed 
between each sheet of newly-printed notes to pre- 
vent the ink from smearing on the adjoining sheet in 
a stack. 


The whole process of printing a proof takes three or 
four minutes, Grubby said, and then that is “rushing

it.” When pre-printing the proofs sold at the show, 
an 8-hour shift produced about 120 proofs, of which 
80 were of sufficient quality to sell to the public. 
Grubby said that this really was not a great deal of 
waste, considering the exactitude needed in prepar- 
ing the plate. 


The Bureau is to be commended for stimulating 
interest in the antique methods and the collecting of 
engraved vignettes. However, it is my belief that the 
terminology “proof” is incorrect. This printing is not 
made to prove anything except the slow, painstaking 
nature of the production process. From the special- 


ABNCo AND THE PANELS CONTRACT 


[The following article appeared in the Third Quarter, 
1985 issue of The Essay Proof Journal (Vol. 42, No. 3, 
Whole No. 167) under the title “’American 
Commemorative Panels’ Now Produced by Jefferies 
Banknote Co.” Ed.] 


The U.S. Postal Service has contracted with the 
Jeffries Banknote Co. of Los Angeles to produce the 
American Commemorative Panels, beginning with 
the first four released in 1985, nos. 237-240. The “pan- 
els” are 8 1/2 x 11 pages devoted to a new stamp 
issue, with a block of four of the stamps, background 
information and prints of complementary steel 
engravings; the engravings, of course, are the syn- 
graphist’s primary interest, since they are derived 
from the printer’s bank note history. 


USPS thus ends the involvement of the American 
Bank Note Co., which had produced the series since 
its inception in 1972. Correspondence with Dickey B. 
Rustin, acting general manager of the Philatelic 
Marketing Division of USPS, elicited the following 
statement dated April 29, 1985: 


“The contract with American Bank Note Company to 
produce these panels expired in 1984, and the con- 
tract to produce the 1985 panels was awarded to 
Jeffries Banknote Company on a competitive bid 
basis. Both companies responded to our invitation to 
bid on the 1985 contract, and both were judged to be 
capable of producing a product meeting our specifi- 
cations -including the use of intaglio printed 
vignettes. Jeffries was awarded the contract because 
their bid price was lower than the American Bank 
Note’s bid. The printing of the intaglio vignettes is 
done on the contractor’s premises with the same 
printing equipment used for the printing of other 
security items.” 


ists’ standpoint, each item is a print made froma sin- 
gle-impression plate whose sinkage shows on the 


paper. 


In recent years the magic word “proof,” like the 
magic phrase “limited edition,” has been redefined, 
intentionally or not, to apply to things that are not 
proofs by the long-accepted art and hobby defini- 
tions. The BEP prints are attractive collectibles in 
their own right, but their origin should be under- 
stood by prospective purchasers,

A press release from Jeffries printed in the June 29, 
1985 edition of Stamps magazine carried this infor- 
mation: 


“To personalize this year’s collection, the engravers 
at Jeffries Banknote Company searched through their 
extensive 90-year-old archives for just the right 
engraving to complement the stamp. In addition, the 
company worked with students from USC’s School 
of Journalism to research and write an informative 
description of the stamp subjects. Lastly, they coor- 
dinated with the Minnesota Diversified Industries, a 
private corporation which provides employment 
opportunities for disabled individuals, to add the 
final touch of hand mounting the stamps on the pan- 
els.” 


In this reviewer’s opinion, it is rather foolhardy of 
Jeffries to boast about their 90-year-old archives in 
view of the depth of the 19th century archives of 
American Bank Note and its roots in the 18th centu- 
ry. Ninety years ago the heyday of bank note engrav- 
ing, especially for private banks, had long passed. 
Jeffries is noted more for stock certificates and relat- 
ed security paper than for its bank notes and stamps. 
(A worthy project for specialists would be the 
researching of Jeffries’ postal and currency products 
to establish just what direct connections their 
archives can yield for the design of future commem- 
orative panels.)(It is known that they printed a long 
series of engraved stamps for Panama picturing 
Popes; they are unlisted by Scott because of what is 
considered the “black blot” character of the series.) 


A random sampling of vignettes used on the first one 
hundred or so panels (see “Sources of Information” 
below) reveals the antiquity of the vignettes, their 
possibilities for matching-up with currency and 
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stamps, and their distinguished origin, many having 
come from pioneer bank note concerns that merged 
into American Bank Note in 1858 and 1879: 


No. 1, Wildlife, 1972—the deer vignette is found on 
the $2 note of the Northwestern Bank, Warren, Ohio 
and on the Ic proprietary revenue stamp of the Union 
Match Co.

“City of Hartford” engraving by Danforth, Wright & 
Co. was used on a note of the Orange Bank of 
Indiana, 1854; the “sleighing” vignette was done by 
Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Co., circa 1832-34. 


No. 42, Christmas—The vignette “Thunder and 
Lightning” was done by James Smillie for American 
Bank Note in 1877 and used in 1887 on a stock cer- 
tificate for the Cincinnati Gas Light & Coke Co. 


No. 43, Benjamin West—The vignette “Benjamin 
West” was engraved by Draper, Toppan, Longacre, 
circa 1835-39, and used on a $1000 note of the Bank 
of the United States . 


No. 66, Benjamin Franklin—The vignette of 
Independence Hall was done by Bald, Cousland & 
Co., circa 1853-j8, and used on a diploma for the 
Yorktown Centennial Celebration of 1881. 


No. 67, Signing of the Declaration of Independence— 
The vignette of that event was engraved by Charles 
Toppan, 1840. 


No. 68, Olympics 1976—The vignette of the 
Acropolis was done by Charles Skinner for American 
Bank Note and used on a note of the Banque 
Nationale de Greece. 


No. 81, Peace Bridge—The beaver vignette was done 
by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, 1847-j8 and 
used on a Bank of Toronto note, 1892. 


No. 91, Captain Cook—The coconut palm vignette, 
done by National Bank Note Co. circa 1869-79, was 
used on a $jO gold note of the Republic of Hawaii. 


No. 102, American Trees—James Smillie worked 
over the Bald, Cousland die “The Palm” for use on 
an Imperio do Brazil note of 1877. 


One would assume that for the initial offering, 
Jeffries would have tried to use similar engraved 
vignettes to please the match-up collectors. 


However, such match-ups do not seem feasible with 
the vignettes described below. If Jeffries is to main- 
tain the iconographic style established by American 
Bank Note, it may have to resort to modern versions 
of period-style art. The question then arises, does it, 
or indeed does any modern concern, have the arti- 
sans capable of emulating the bank note style of the 
Smillies, Toppans, Delnoces, etc. of the past? 


In view of the recently proclaimed financial crisis in 
USPS and its consequent curtailment of philatelic 
promotion and even cancellation of a scheduled 14c 
Seasons Greetings stamp and a souvenir card for 
National Stamp Collecting Month for 198j, it can 
scarcely gamble with the popularity and quality of 
its ACP series if sales are to be maintained. In the 
words of a Coin World article of July 31, 1974, “The 
American Bank Note Co.,... was portraying vivid 
Americana in steel-engraved vignettes on its prod- 
ucts long before the advent of the camera and more 
modern means of graphic reproduction. . . .” These 
vignettes and their relationship to philately and syn- 
graphics are responsible for the success of the ACP 
series. Random, derivative, period-type art of mod- 
ern origin may well spoil that success. 


Description of the Vignettes on the First Four 
Jeffries Panels 


No. 237—Jerome Kern—three vignettes, the first 
being a modern cowgirl with a rifle, the second a 
street lamplighter scene and the date 1886, and the 
third a group of people in period costumes boarding 
what would seem to be a show boat. The last one 
appears to be primarily an etching, with some of the 
figures in outline form only. The “JBCo” copyright 
symbol appears on the first two, but not on the third. 


No. 238—Mary McLeod Bethune—three vignettes, 
the first being the seal of Bethune-Cookman College, 
the second an etching of a log cabin scene, and the 
third a copyrighted eagle against a shield over 
crossed quill pens and an acorn. Compared to the 
great eagles that came from the burins of the 19th 
century engravers, this one appears to be a lifeless, 
stuffed bird in my opinion. 


No. 239—Duck decoys—The largest amount of space 
is taken up by what seems to be an uncopyrighted 
woodland scene of a cabin beside a body of water 
with a duck in flight and two in the water; those 
waterborne birds are crude in execution and the 
entire scene is very dark and murky. A second 
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vignette consists of three ducks, or they may be 
decoys; from the lifeless eyes it is difficult to tell the 
difference. The only copyright vignette on this panel 
is one of an Indian chief with head dress. No 
Onepapa he, but still passable. 


No. 240—Special Olympics—In addition to a litho- 
graphed logo of the Games, there are two small 
vignettes, one of a skater facing directly forward and 
another of a skier and his instructor. A large vignette 
across the bottom of the panel consists of the two 
hemispheres of the globe rested on typical bank note 
scrollwork. 


Sources of Information on Commemorative Panels 


Two organizations have embraced the panels in their 
spheres of interest, The Essay-Proof Society and the 
Souvenir Card Collectors Society. Articles on them 
can be found in The Essay-Proof Journal, nos. 126-127 
(Spring and Summer 1975), 139 (Summer 1978), 143 
(Summer 1979), 14546 (Winter and Spring 1980), 149 
(Winter 1981), 151 (Summer 1981), and 163 (third 
quarter 1984). The references to Journals 139-151 are 
to actual listings of the origins and previous uses of 
the vignettes on approximately the first hundred 
panels as furnished directly by American Bank Note. 
Various issues of the SCCS Journal have also carried 
references to the panels. 


A formal listing of the panels has been included in 
Scott's U.S. Stamp Catalogue Specialized, although the 
listing in the 198) catalogue appears to be a perfunc- 
tory afterthought on the second-to-the-last page, 
entirely out of normal sequence. Indeed, it is merely 
a repetition of the listing in the 1980 edition, which 
covered issues into 1979. The future of the listing in 
the hands of Amos Press, new owners of the Scott 
catalogues, is unknown at this writing. At any rate, 


ABNCo MYSTERY SOLVED

[I came to start collecting Commorative Panels a lit- 
tle bit late, but was able to find the few that I had 
missed in various local (and not so local) post offices. 
At that time, early 1970s, they were available indi- 
vidually. Then, by 1977 for me, they were availble 
only by subscription, and “Charter Subscriber” were 
given a certificate (see page 8, 90% origial size) with 
an engraved (?) border. corner medallions and num- 
ber frame, and imprinted with the color images of 
the Columbian series of 1892. It is presumably a 
product of the ABNCo., as the early panels bore their 
copyright. It and the panels are actually 11 1/4” high 


After the printer was changed, as described in the 
previous article (and I have no idea who is currently 
producing them), I thought the quality deteriorated. 
Subsequently, after a few price increases, I stopped 
collecting them with No. 614, “The White House.” 


Some of the panels are again offered at some post 
offices and I note that the USPS in their publication 
USA Philatelic refers to them as featuring “photo or 
steel engravings.” I wonder. 


CAUTION. If you collect them, do NOT leave them 
in the plastic sleeves that they are shipped in. The 
plastic shrinks and may damage the card. I haave 
seen them twisted even on the post office rack! It is 
definitely NOT intended for long term storage,

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PLATE PRINTING-—-AN ART 


[The following article appeared in the January, 1946 
issue of The Essay Proof Journal (Vol. 3, No. 1, Whole 
No. 9). I thought it of interest in light of the BEP’s 
decision to cease production of U.S. stamps. I wonder 
(as does the author of this 58 year old article) how 
much longer, intaglio work will be produced. I also 
offer it as a tribute to the 110 Anniversary of the 
International Plate Printers, Die Stampers, Plate 
Maker and Engravers Union of North America. As 
pictured in the article, the Washington, D.C. Plate 
Printers had a Union in 1868. Ed.] 


The process of printing by the engraving method 
dates back over 500 years of development. An exist- 
ing original print dated 1446 from a copper plate has 
been found, signifying that the development took 
place about that time. In fact there is considerable 
evidence to warrant placing the beginning of plate 
printing around the years 1425-1430. 


Prior to the plate printing there were of course many 
engravers of precious metals in various forms, such 
as goldsmiths and silversmiths, for whom it was a 
short step to copper plate engraving for reproduc- 
tion. Perhaps the scarcity and cost of paper was the 
reason for the slow development. There is no known 
date of the first plate printing press, but it must have 
been shortly after the first engravings were made. 
Amazingly the prints have survived the centuries 
and the plates have all but disappeared except in rare 
museum specimens; this speaks well of the hand 
made papers of ages ago. 


Like all the Arts these crude beginnings in engraving 
the smooth copper surface gave way to refinements 
of the art of intaglio engraving that has endured to 
the present day. With the increase of skill by the 
engravers and plate printers the products became 
more and more varied, book illustrations, art objects, 
maps, views, eventually letterheads, cards, stamps, 
bonds, money, anything that had to stand up or defy 
reproduction. 


Plate printing was first done in America at Boston in 
1690 and about 25 years later in New York, gradual- 
ly spreading throughout the colonies. Jacob Perkins, 
who in the years 1810-1820 invented the steel plate 
and steel plate transferring, ushered in the great era 
of bank note engraving and printing—a thoroughly 
American development of the—engravers art. This 
gradually led to postage stamps and the demand for 
better and better work.

Jacob Perkins Transfer Press

“A” is the screw to compress the roller and plate between 
the frame “B”. The large gear wheel “E” with a plain roller 
imparts the motion to the plate and the handle and pinion 
“F” and “D” provide the power. 


[Jacob Perkins invented the process of transferring an 
engraved steel die to a soft steel plate. By this method 
duplication of an engraving became possible. 
Without this process engraved plates of stamps of the 
same identical design would not be possible, not 
would the repeated use of exact duplication of elabo- 
rately engraved vignettes, ruled and geometric lathe 
work, medallions, etc. as used thereafter on bank 
notes and other securities. The soft surface steel 
transfer roll is rocked over the hardened steel die 
under great pressure until it sinks into all the engrav- 
ing on the die and produces a relief of the engraving 
on the surface of the transfer roll. The transfer roll 
surface is then hardened and may be in turn trans- 
ferred to the surface of the soft steel plate, once or 400 
times. The printing plate may, or may not be hard- 
ened.—Clarence W. Brazer, “The Fine Art of Line 
Engraving,” in The Essay Proof Journal, January, 
1946 (Vol. 3, No. 1, Whole No. 9).] 


The first hand operated presses used to print postage 
stamps were what is called the “Star” Press. These 
were constructed mainly of wood with a steel bed 
and roller with a five handled wheel on the side for 
pulling the prints. First the plate was inked evenly all

over with a dauber. The first definitely known way 
of inking the engraving, the roller was used at an 
early date, but of this there is no known evidence. 
This ink was wiped off evenly with a semi-soft rag, 
then polished carefully with the palm of the hand. 
This hand polishing is the reason for the cleanness 
and beautiful tones of our earlier stamps, and all the 
essays and proofs to the present day. The plate print- 
er could, by wiping one way or the other, change the 
entire effect of whatever he was printing. No matter 
what the subject is, each treatment is different, to 
show the engraving in the best possible light, proofs 
and samples are run until the correct pictorial repre- 
sentation is obtained. As the years went by presses 
became better, inks were easier to use, and the art of 
engraving and plate printing became more and more 
developed. Presses became semi-automatic, and in 
1894 on the transfer of U. S. stamp work to the 
Bureau of Engraving & Printing, still further 
improvements were made. 


The U. S. government used what is called the 
Milligan plate press which uses four plates. These 
plates travel from one corner to the other in the cycle 
of operation. At one corner the plate is inked, at the 
next it is automatically wiped to remove the surplus 
ink, at the third the plate printer wipes the plate 
smoothly and evenly, then the feeder lays the damp- 
ened paper upon the plate and the impression is 
made and then passes on for re-inking. Stamps pro- 
duced on this flat plate press are the best printed of 
our modern stamps. The last regular U. S. commem- 
oratives produced by this method were the 1939 
Panama Canal 25th Anniversary stamps. A compar- 
ison between these and today’s commemoratives 
will show the rich tone the plate printer was able to 
bring out. 


— 


[The Milligan Steam (power) Plate Printing Presses 
were installed at the Bureau in 1877 under a contract 
with Charles F. Steel who received a royalty on 
every 1000 impressions until July 1889.] 


Most of these Milligan plate presses were replaced 
by the development of the modern rotary engraving 
press. The original die is engraved as usual and all 
former methods of transferring are followed. After 
the stamp images have been transferred 41 electric 
eye markings are made in the center for register and 
perforation. The plate is then curved around the 
cylinder of the press; the joints are machined to fit; 
then it is hardened and chrome plated to give it long 
life. Paper is fed from a roll and the press in its vari- 
ous operations wets, prints, gums and dries the 
paper. Between inking and impression the cylindri- 
cal plate is wiped free of surplus ink by an automat- 
ic paper wiper fed from another roll. This method of 
wiping drags the plate, and the finished product 
lacks the luster given by the old hand wiping 
method. By engraving the dies slightly different than 
usual and adding artificial tones excellent results are 
obtained, but the tones are cold, nothing like what 
we see in the older stamps or in essays and proofs 
which are made on a flat plate press. This develop- 
ment of speed had to take place, because if all the 
stamps produced in one year by the Bureau were 
laid end to end they would stretch 300,000 miles. 


All proofing of various stages in making the dies is 
done by hand on small “Star” or “D” presses. The 
“D” type of press is a variation of the “Star” press 
where the steel roller is cut in half and the plate 
printer operates from one side of the press, a system 
of pulleys and weights returns the bed to its original 
position after the proof has been pulled. It is unfor- 
tunate indeed, that few of these proofs reach collec- 
tors hands.

pass after printing. 


While all regular issues and commemoratives, with 
the exception of the bi-color dollar values, are print- 
ed from these rotary presses, the better printing is 
still done on the Milligan plate presses. No way has 
ever been found to take the place of hand wiping. 
There are men who spend a lifetime at the plate 
presses and cannot qualify as good printers. One has 
but to look through the Art Galleries and examine 
the engravings and etchings to note how much tone 
and other values mean to the finished picture. Many 
of our finest etchers today have other people do their 
printing, because this is an art itself. 


The art of plate printing will probably pass from the 
scene in regular commercial work. The demand for 
speed and other factors makes it practical only from 
the quality and artistic standpoint. The fact that more 
and more stamp collectors are going in for essays 
and proofs denotes the appreciation of something a 
little better than speed printed stamps. At the Bureau

For the benefit of our newer members, I have been 
having a discussion—mostly with myself—about 
updating the SCCS Numbering System since 1997. I 
do not plan to reprint those articles here, but would 
refer you to them as background for what follows. 
(The numbers refer to the issue, e.g., 17:3 is the Third 
Quarter issue for 1997, and the pages therein. It is 
coincidental that the volume number last digit corre- 
sponds to the year digit.) 


SCCS National & Chapter Cards 17:3, pp. 43-45 
By The Numbers 19:2, pp. 40-46

Those articles tried to explain the problems with the 
original “catalog” classifications in view of what has 
been produced and/or discovered since its original 
publication in 1989. In addition, that “numbering 
system” included few illustrations and the cards 
were described only in text form. 


Many members have/had been confused by how the 
numbers were assigned, and how to differentiate 
between them. Metro Chapter Four finally decided 
to initiate their own, illustrated catalog for the cards 
they have issued, most of which were printed by 
Mike Bean. 


As an architect, I find myself visually oriented and, 
as in using most catalogs I respond more quickly to 
an image than to a written description. Therefore, in 
addition to attempting to resolve the numbering , I 
am offering a visual reference. 


I don’t see any point in illustrating cards in full 
size—in addition to the amount of space it would 
take up, illustrations (black & white) would never 
replace the original. In an attempt to maximize the 
space available, I have established an outline: 


SOUVENIR CARDS: A VISUAL REFERENCE winlam Kriebel (2 





which represents an 80% reduction of an 10” x 8” 
card (the size of most of the recent cards), as a format 
“box.” Due to the limits of my scanner, the images 
have been scanned at 75% reduction (25% of original 
size). Larger cards may have their “wings clipped” 
and smaller cards will be shown without any addi- 
tional black background. (The format may have to be 
adjusted as the project progresses.) 


I do feel that the size of the card is important—as you 
will see in this first effort which follows, the BEP 
cards have varied in size over time, for some reason 
that I cannot explain. So with the assigned SCCS 
number, the date of issue, the honored organization 
or event, and the place of issue, I have included the 
card size in inches (width by height). 


As I have mentioned in the second of the previous 
articles, Howard C. Tiffmer’s Mellone’s Photo 
Encyclopedia of Souvenir Cards (1997 and out-of-print) 
illustrated cards, but indiscriminately mixed mint 
and canceled cards. In my mind this made it a bit dif- 
ficult to determine what the mint card looked like. I 
will illustrate here only mint cards. 


I am starting with the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing (“B”) cards, and as time and space permits, 
will continue with the other sources. Although I have 
all of them, except the recent Declaration of 
Independence (B267) and all of the USPS, I do NOT 
have all of the SOs, Fs, etc. and I do NOT collect 
ASDA, UN, or private cards, in spite of the fact that 
I have some of them. 


I do NOT intend this as a “catalog” with “values” as, 
in my opinion such “prices” may or may not reflect 
market prices. It is meant to be a means of identifica- 
tion by and for the SCCS membership. 


If there is sufficient interest, 1 may reproduce the 
work in a separate format, i.e., not as pages of this 
journal, but as pages with their own page numbers 
and an index. These would be offered, unbound, so 
that members could either have them spiral bound 
or simply 3-hole punched for a standard binder. In 
the meantime, if so desired, photocopies could be 
made. The work presented here and in future issues 
is copyrighted by the author and not intended for 
resale or transfer by other means.

Portland, Oregon - March 2004 










The Lewis and Clark Bicentennial Intaglio Print card features the Lewis and Clark commemorative stamp, 
the Oregon state shield and the $10 United States Note, Series 1901. 







The portraits of Meriwether Lewis and William Clark were engraved by G. F. C. Smillie. George U. Rose 
engraved the lettering and numerals and Robert Ponickau engraved the ornament. The bison was 
engraved by Marcus W. Baldwin (Miscellaneous Die #5390). 









Smillie began his career as an engraver at American Bank Note Company in 1871. He then worked at a 
number of other bank note companies before joining the Bureau of Engraving and Printing (Bureau) in 
1894. In 1918 he became Superintendent of the Picture Engraving Department before retiring March 31, 
1922. During his tenure at the Bureau, he engraved numerous portraits of government officials, various 
currency notes, and bonds. 









George U. Rose began his apprenticeship at the Bureau in 1883. He was named an engraver in 1886 
and became Chief Engraver in 1913. He retired in 1922. 


Robert Ponickau was appointed to the Bureau on October 16, 1893. In addition to a number of eagle and 
ship vignettes, Ponickau engraved bank notes, stamps, and ornaments. 









Marcus W. Baldwin joined the Bureau in 1897. He formed an engraving company in New York with 
Thomas Gleason (Baldwin, Gleason & Co.). Baldwin spent several years as an independent engraver and 
continued this private work after joining the Bureau. He retired in 1920. 











Overall there were five different issues of United States Notes (also known as Legal Tender Notes). The fifth 
issue consisted solely of the 1901 Series and was limited to the $10 denomination. The face of the $10 
United States Note, Series 1901, (Miscellaneous Die #5430) was engraved in 1901. 










In 1954 the Bureau produced a 3-cent stamp (Postage Stamp Die #1299), depicting Meriwether Lewis, 
William Clark, and Sacagawea landing on a bank of the Missouri River in commemoration of the 150th 
anniversary of the expedition. Charles R. Chickering was the designer. He worked at the Bureau from 
1947 until retirement in 1962. Charles A. Brooks engraved the vignette. He joined the Bureau in 1937 
and retired in 1966. John S. Edmondson engraved the frame, lettering, and numerals. He was appointed 
as a script engraver at the Bureau in 1939 and worked there until 1959. 









Engravings of different state shields were used on the earliest issues of National Bank Notes. The shields 
were produced for the states in which national banks were chartered and appeared as part of the stan- 
dardized back design. The state shield for Oregon was made at Continental Bank Note Company. 
Beginning in 1877, production of National Bank notes was carried out exclusively by the Bureau.
